Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' arguments are directed to claim 
amendments that have not been entered. The proposed amendment to claim 4 does address the issue of the breadth of the claim to 
encompass a fragment, or to at least one that would provide 85% identity to the complete sequence of SEQ ID NO: 12. With respect to 
claim 7, a product must be given its broadest reasonable interpretation, in this case all that is required is a DNA fragment with the same 
sequence or one that is 85 identical to SEQ ID NO: 12. The intended use bears little weight to any structural requirement imparted to the 
claimed product, and in this case the teaching of Brennan for a sequences that anticipate the claimed fragments would be maintained. 
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
